But, as the 
habit of a mere reproduction of another's thoughts, though a very 
necessary preliminary step in the culture of the intellect, may, if 
unduly encouraged, create a sort of intellectual bondaze and help- 
lessness in the learners, the Society has gone a step further in 
introducing a system of Discussion Classes. At the end of one | 
or two or more lectures in a particular class, the better class 
of members are required to frame a question-paper, after consul- 
tation among themselves, on the subject-matter of the lectures. 
Such question-paper, after being approved by the General Secretary, 
is printed and distributed among the members. Then the members 
are divided into groups of not more than ten, each’ group having a 
president of its own, for the purpose of the class. These discussions 
are conducted orally among themselves by the members of each group, 
and on the basis of the common question-paper mentioned above. 
Any doubts or difficulties that are left unsolved in these classess are 
referred tothe respective lecturers who are usually present in these 
classes. The members are then required to enter the substance 
of these discussions in their Dis>ussion Report Books. By this sort of 
intellectual exercise, the evils of cram fostered by a wrong system 
of examinations are in a great measure remedied, and the students

The exhibits numbering about 4000 
were beautifully arranged on the walls, tables and hangings in three 
large halls of the Metropolitan Institution. Athletic performances 
were added to the programme of the Exhibition and through the 
unremitting energies of a select band of workers among some of the 
leading Calcutta Clubs, the performances were markedly successful.

The capacity of assuming responsibility 
and of acquiring a mastery over the details of executive work are among 
the most impo tant qualifications that a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Society are expected %о асаште, and the Society's First 
Class Certificates, Form C, are awarded to such among the members of 
the Executive Committee as have shown some aptitude in the 
direction indicated. 

The management of the financial affairs of the Society which is 
vested inthe hands of the Recognised Members is calculated to 
sharpen the sense of responsibility noted‘ above, and to remove any 
sort of amateurishness that might otherwise stick to the proceedings 
of the General or the Executive Committee.

While the direct effects of the Dawn Society Industrial movement 
as described above are patent to everybody, there is another feature of 
our Industrial Section which must not be left out of account, and that 
is its educational value as a system of training in matters of business. 
There being no paid agency, the members themselves conduct the 
whole business, from indenting yoods from the bazaar, and attending to 
customers, to the keeping of a regular aczount of the stock and cash. 
And the special value of the training consists in this that it leads to 
the development of a capacity for assuming responsibility and of 
mastering details, (qualities indispensable to a people who would aspire 
to rise in the scale of nations), as well as the capacity of acting in con- 
cert with one’s colleagues, an equally indispensable qualification for those 
who want to carry on any organised work. And besides this training 
of the practical intelligence, the work also furnishes a course of 
moral education by accustoming the members to habits of corporate 
work with a view to achieve some public good. For our workers have 
no share in the profits, nor do they receive anything else by way of 
remuneration for their labours. All the profits go, firstly, to found 
annual prizes of indigenous articles for purchasers from among the 
student-community, and, secondly to organise industrial exhibitions, 
issuing pamphlets &c. for the promotion of the sale of country-made 
goods amongst the floating student population of the metropolis, 
as well as among the general Indian public. The Society also re- 
cognises as part of its duty the popularising of labour-saving hand-

The Business Section: the General Committee and the

5 The Dawn Society in its Business Section aims to remedy 
another of the existing deficiencies in the education of our young- 
men viz. a training in organised business, With this view, the whole 

|| administration of the Society is vestel in the hands of a General 

| + Committee consisting of the whole body of Recognised Members, and 
an Executive Committee under the general control and supervision of 
the General Committee. By taking part in the deliberations of the 
| General Committee, the members gradually acquire the habit of acting 

! in concert with their colleagues, as also the habit of forming judgments 

! л on business matters. As to the members of the Executive Com- 

d mittee who have to carry on the whole machinery of the administra- 

tion, they are given opportunities of acquiring and developing 
the qualities that are indispensable to any one that has to discharge 
| . responsible functions in life. The capacity of assuming responsibility 

1 and of acquiring a mastery over the details of executive work are among 

| the most impo tant qualifications that a member of the Executive Com- 

mittee of the Society are expected to acquire, and the Society's First 
Class Certificates, Form C, are awarded to such among the members of 
the Executive Committee as have shown some aptitude in the 
direction indicated. 

The management of the financial affairs of the Society which is 2 
vested inthe hands of the Recognised Members is calculated to | 
sharpen the sense of responsibility noted above, and to remove any 
sort of amateurishness that might otherwise stick to the proceedings 
of the General or the Executive Committee. Though the whole 
scheme of administration is under the general control and supervision 
of the General Secretary who is also the Treasurer and who has the 
power of vetoing any measure passed by the General Committee 
of Recognised Members, still it isa matter of no small satisfaction 
that during the two years that the Dawn Society Funds have been 
administered by the members, there has arisen no occasion for

CHAPTER V. 


* The Dawn and the Dawn Society's Magazine :" A new 
Educational Movement. 


The Dawn Society has hitherto been obliged to confine its educa- 
tional movement to the limits of the metropolis, the chief medium of 
its instruction being the two series of class lectures mentioned in 
Chapter I. But the time has come, we believe, when the moyement 
should be extended to the muffassil, where there is a considerable 
body “ot earnest-minded students and other youngmen that would 
derive much benefit from such a course of supplementary education as 
the Dawn Society aftords. Indeed, we have already received com- 
munications from individual students and also clubs and societies in the 
mffassil desiring to be in some sort brought into relation with the Dawn ~ 
Society. It is particularly with a view to reach these youngmen 
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in different parts of the muffassil that the Dawn Socieiy intends at 
once to extend its scope of work by devising a scheme of ‘education 
which should be national in its aim, and should be conducted through 
the medium of a magazine to be called The Dawn and the Dawn So- 
cielys Magazine. At the present day we, Indians, have kindly any 
real or extensive knowledge about India, its people and its princes 
We know almost nothing of the actual condition of the teeming mass- 
es in the different provinces, of their social manners and customs, their 
languages, means of livelihood, religion, education, or general charac- 
ter. And where there prevails this widespread ignorance about each 
others concerns in а community, it is id'e to expect that there should 
be any effective bond of sympathy or fellow-[eeling, among its 
members. All our present unity is because of our living under a 
common administration, which however in our case is not a growth 
from within but a structure imposed {rom without. Hence this sort of 
life requires to be supplemented by a strong, internal, unifying force 
such asis likely to grow among us from a more intimate acquaint- 
ance with each other's actual wants and conditions in life. From these 
considerations, it is intended that the greater portion of the magazine 
Should contain articles dealing with facts and figures about India 
and its people, and its princes, so that our countrymen and especially 
the younger generation may become acquainted, (as far as a magazine 
can be expected to help them in the matter) with their fellow country- 
men in the different provinces in the manifold circumstances of their 
lives. 

In order that the movement may reach all classes of students the 
magazine will be issued ata cheap price. Professors and teachers 
of our boys both in the city and in the muffassil are specially invited 


to co-operate with us in this task of educating the rising generation of 
our countrymen. 


The Magazine will also publish selections from the writings of 
Recognized Members of the Society in its two weekly classes.

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CHAPTER VI. 
The Dawn Society’s System of Election. 
First Part. 


One of the most important features of the Dawn Society’s Scheme 
of education is the system of election "by which the winners of 
Prizes, Scholarships and Medals are determined. First of all, a con- 
stituency is formed by dividing the whole body of members of the 
Society into three classes of voters according to the quality of their 
attendance, of their writings in the Record Books and Discussion 
Report Books, and of their executive work in the Industrial or in the 
General Section. In calculating the number of votes, one vote of 
a First Class voter, who is always a member of the Recognised 
Section, is held equivalent to two votes of Second Class Voters, 
who are usually ordinary members, and to four votes of Third 
Class Voters. 


According to the rules of the Society, if at the end of a term, the 
number of Rocognised Members be ten or less than ten, only one 
Scholarship of Rupees Five will be awarded ; if the number be more 
than ten but not more than twenty, there will be a second Scholarship 
of Rupees Four; and if the number does not exceed thirty, there 
will be a third Scholarship of Rupees Three only ; while if the total 
number exceeds thirty, a fourth Scholarship of Rupees Two will be 
allowed. Also for every ten qualified members (of the First and 
Second Classes), the Society awards one prize, so that if there be 
fifty qualified members, for example, the Society will award five prizes. 
The Third Class Members of the Society, although not eligible for the 
Society’s prizes, are entitled to vote at the eléction of the Society’s 
prize-winners only. The results of the last years Elections are 
published below. 


In order to guard against the evils of canvassing and undue 
influence, the Society has adopted the following rules for the guidance 
of its voters ; viz, that no voter shall be competent either to vote 
for himself; or:to give away more than one vote to an eligible 
member ; or to abstain from disposing of the full number of votes at 
any of the different elections.
